**Now, however, it appears from 
your front-page article of Dec, 12 
that the Charter Study Committee 
has arrived at the same conclu- 
sion, This is gratifying; they are 
to be commended for their work 
in this area, Because of this I will 
not at this time address myself to 
the ‘other benefits’ but will, in- 
stead, discuss some of the points 
in your article, 

‘First, there should be no con- 
fusion as to a definition, Central 
purchasing is what the phrase 
implies and means that purchasing 
should be centralized in one 
governmental agency - with no 
exceptions unless approved by that 
agency after due consideration of 
the factors involved, Certainly no 
department should be given carte 
blanche to purchase all of its 
requirements on the basis that it 
has a peculiar, unusual or techni- 
cal operation, On the other hand, 
the purchasing agent will some- 
times authorize certain classes of 
supplies or services decentralized 
for purchase by a certain depart- 
ment - on the basis that they are 
peculiar or of technical nature 
and used in that department alone, 
Our charter exempts library and 
school text books, for example, but 
even here a very good case can be 
made against this type of exemp- 
tion, 

**Second, specific purchasing 
procedures should not be recom- 
mended at this time unless the 
committee is professionally and 
technically qualified in the field 
of governmental purchasing, 
Rather, the town should adopt the 
best features of the National In- 
stitute of Municipal Law Officers 


(NIMLO) Model Purchasing Or-— 


dinance, which contains recom- 
mended policies and procedures 
for central purchasing. Additional 
assistance can be secured from 
other national organizations con= 
cerned with public purchasing. 
‘In summation, it appears that 
modern central purchasing is 
needed and highly desirable and, as 
one citizen interested in the wel- 
fare of our good town of Andover, 
I hope that our authorities take 
the necessary action to put it into 
effect at the earliest possible 
date.””

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Their Burden Is Outlined 


Study Committee member Victor Mill Jr. has quietly but 
emphatically placed a burden on the Selectmen’s shoulders 
~ establish policy and leadership for the town to follow. 

Of particular concern to Mr. Mill, and we believe rightly 
so, is financial planning which can avoid catastrophic 
increases in taxes, through a broadened tax base and 
proper alignment of capital spending. 

Mr. Mill makes the point that too little planning has 
been done; he also compares the present situation with 
the past — claiming that the Board of Selectmen under the 
old form of government spent more time at the job, and 
actually served as a leader for the voters. 

He indicated that the present Board, in terms of policy 
determination, ‘‘dances a jig’’ to the wishes of the town, 
instead of leading the town in a course of action believed 
by the Board to be in the community’s best interest. 

One way that the Selectmen can begin planning the 
town’s future is to sit with, and take an active part in the 
deliberations of the Industrial Commission and the Capital 
Expenditures Committee. 

Central planning by the Selectmen pre-supposes an 
awareness of detail and fact that can only be obtained 
through spending sufficient time with each committee. 
Planning is not accomplished blindly, without ample 
knowledge of the subject material on which decisions 
must be based. 


Differing Viewpoints 

To what extent does town meeting set absolute policy 
for the town? 

Should the voters, assembled at that meeting, approve 
details of projects, as well as the over-all plan? 

Do the Selectmen have authority to make changes in 
details, when total plans have been approved by town 
meeting? 

These questions come,to mind, following the two-week 
debate over alterations in the accelerated sewer program, 
and the Selectmen’s approval of them. 

The Selectmen believe they are following the mandate 
of the voters, who wanted the project done, with federal 
participation. 

Those objecting to the procedure believe town meeting 
is the last word, and that no detail of the plans — in terms 
of deletions — should be approved by any one. 

The fact remains, however, that a special town meeting 
can not be summoned whenever such a critical situation 
develops. 

The Selectmen, unless they are to be restricted in their 
work, must have some flexibility. 

While no one should go clearly contrary to the will of 
the voters, it seems to us that confidence must be placed 
in the Selectmen, as elected representatives of tHe people. 
If the Board’s decisions are not sensible, and do not con- 
form in most cases to the desires of the townspeople, we 
suspect the voters will take this into account at wc 
annual election. 

To hamstring the Selectmen, in between town meetings, 
appears unwarranted. 


Let’s Hear The Story 


Late last week, Selectman James D. Wilson charged 
that one or two members of the Board were using their 
position as Selectmen to, in some way, compel citizens to 
do certain things, 

He wasn’t very specific, either in terms of who the 
members are, or what they might have been trying to 
accomplish. 

It certainly bears close investigation, however. 

If the chairman of the Board has such information, it 
should be made public. It is not proper for officials to 
exert influence on others, by suggesting that the whole 
Board will take some action, supposedly punitive in 
nature, if the individual 
carried out.
